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l a s T A X AMENDM ENT 


I n response to many requests from all sections of the state 
for unbiased information regarding Constitutional Amendment 
No. I (the Gas Tax A m endm ent) the Minnesota Motor Trades As­ 
sociation has prepared the accompanying im partial analysis of this 
measure, which will be submitted to the voters of Minnesota at 
the forthcom ing general election. Since the proposed Amendment 
will exert such far-reaching influence on the transportation, de­ 
velopment and the general prosperity and welfare of the state, 
every voter should give serious consideration to the facts herein 
set forth. 
In brief, Amendm ent No. I provides that one-third of the 
present state gas tax, of 2c, shall be diverted from the State Trunk 
Highway Fund to the State Road and Bridge Fund and distributed 
am ong the 87 counties of the state, to be expended by their 435 
county eommiaaionera on State Aid Roads in their respective dis­ 
tricts. 
The total am ount to be distributed, based upon the 1927 ga# 
tax receipts, approxim ates $1,800,000. 
This means th a t each 
county would receive approxim ately $18,000, excepting Hennepin, 
Ramsey, and St. Louis Counties, which would be entitled to as 
much as $54,000 each. 
This is in accordance with the State Road 
and Bridge Fund law which provides that not less than 1%, nor 
m ore than 3'A, of the fund shall he given to any one county. 
Under the law this money would he available only for work on 
State Aid Roads, totaling 14,423 miles, and not on township and 
other roads, which total 88,800 miles. 
It would not be given to the 
counties unconditionally, even for State Aid Roads, since the law 
provides th a t every county must itself contribute a portion of the 
money to be spent upon Stale Aid Roads. 
In counties where the 
assessed valuation exceeds $15,000,000, the county m ust match 
State Aid dollar for dollar; where the valuation is from $10,000,- 
000 to $15,000,000, the county must pay 40'/, ; from $5,000,000 up 
to $10,000,000 the county pays 30'/, ; less than $5,000,000 the 
county pays 2 0 ',. 
There are only ten counties in the last named 
class. 
If the Amendment were adopted, the funds available for grad­ 
ing, paving and m aintaining the State Trunk Highways would be 
reduced by the amount awarded to the counties, or approximately 
$1,800,000. 
In other words, no additional money would be raised, 
but this sum would be diverted from one class of roads and ap­ 
plied to another class. 
Regardless of all other considerations, this would retard the 
perm anent improvement of the 7,000 miles of State T runk High 
ways, and reduce the money available, for m aintaining these roads, 
which carry about 70'/ of all the vehicular traffc of the state. 
This would aggravate a condition which is already acute, 
since even present revenues are insufficient to improve and main­ 
tain trunk highways on the scale desired by the communities 
through which they pass, and to make possible the economies 
which would accrue if additional funds were available to accelerate 
the improvements boing urgently demanded. The sum which it is 
proposed to deduct from the funds available for trunk highways, 
represents the cost of 72 miles of paving at $25,000 per mile. 
If 
it were found that the entire $1,800,000 should have to be de­ 
ducted at the expense of paving, then Minnesota’s present small 
average of 104 miles of paving per year would be reduced to 32 
miles per year. 
At that rate it would require several decades to 
pave the heavily traveled main roads which people of the coun­ 
ties and towns they serve arc urgently dem anding be paved at 
once. 
With travel constantly increasing, the demand grows for 
additional paving to expedite traffic and economize on road m ain­ 
tenance. 
Minnesota already has fallen behind many states in the 
num ber of miles of highways permanently improved each year. 
Every county has one or more roads, now maintained by local 
taxpayers, which they would like to have added to the State T runk 
Highway system at the first opportunity so th a t they m ight be im­ 
proved and m aintained out of the automobile license and gas tax 
fund instead of through local taxation as at present. 
If the pro­ 
posed am endment were adopted, tho merging of these roads into 
the State Highway system would be delayed in direct ratio to the 
increase in automobile traffic and the shrinkage of the State Trunk 
Highway Fund. 
There exists in the plan the possibility that each of the 435 
districts which the county commissioners represent would claim 
one-fifth of the sum for which his county might qualify. 
Thus 
the approxim ate total of $1,800,000 it is proposed to take from 
the State Trunk H ighway Fund might conceivably, and probably 
would be, divided into such small bits that the net result in high­ 
way improvement would be negligible, while ai the same time the 
development of the State Trunk Highway system would be seri 
ously retarded. 
This is a complete and im partial review of the facts regard­ 
ing the provisions and effects of Amendment No. I. 
I t is up to the voters in each community to decide whether 
their desire for improved highways would be more surely, more 
quickly and more economically realized through dividing the sum 
of $1,800,000 among the 87 counties, or by leaving it in the State 
Highway Fund to be utilized in grading, paving and m aintaining 
the trunk highways, which census records show are the most 
heavily traveled roads and which are likewise the most im portant 
arteries in every section and county of the state. 
The Minnesota Highway Departm ent has dem onstrated th a t 
it can build and maintain highways at the lowest cost of anv state. 
It is a fair question whether any county of Minnesota, regardless 
of its experience in road building, its facilities, equipment anc 
m aterials, could accomplish as much in the construction and m ain­ 
tenance of roads with the money this Amendm ent would place a 
their disposal as the State Highway Departm ent could accomplish 
w ith the same funds. 
The law which provides for this Amendment is C hapter 445 
Session Laws of 1927; the law' governing the expenditure o 
money for State Aid Roads is Chapter 2559-64, General Statutes 
of 1923.

county pays 20%. There are only ten counties in the last named 
class. 
If the Amendment were adopted, the funds available for grad­ 
ing, paving and maintaining the State Trunk Highways would be 
reduced by the amount awarded to the counties, or approximately 
$1,800,000. In other words, no additional money would be raised, 
but this sum would be diverted from one class of roads and ap­ 
plied to another class. 
Regardless of all other considerations, this would retard the 
permanent improvement of the 7,000 miles of State Trunk High­ 
ways, and reduce the money available for maintaining these roads, 
which carry about 70% of all the vehicular traffc of the state. 
This would aggravate a condition which is already acute, 
since even present revenues are insufficient to improve and main­ 
tain trunk highways on the scale desired by the communities 
through which they pass, and to make possible the economies 
which would accrue if additional funds were available to accelerate 
the improvements being urgently demanded. The sum which it is 
proposed to deduct from the funds available for trunk highways, 
represents the cost of 72 miles of paving at $25,000 per mile. 
If 
it were found that the entire $1,800,000 should have to be de­ 
ducted at the expense of paving, then Minnesota’s present small 
average of 104 miles of paving per year would be reduced to 32 
miles per year. At that rate it would require several decades to 
pave the heavily traveled main roads which people of the coun­ 
ties and towns they serve are urgently demanding be paved at 
once. 
With travel constantly increasing, the demand grows for 
additional paving to expedite traffic and economize on road main­ 
tenance. Minnesota already has fallen behind many states in the 
number of miles of highways permanently improved each year. 
Every county has one or more roads, now maintained by local 
taxpayers, which they would like to have added to the State Trunk 
Highway system at the first opportunity so that they might be im­ 
proved and maintained out of the automobile license and gas tax 
fund instead of through local taxation as at present. If the pro­ 
posed amendment were adopted, the merging of these roads into 
the State Highway system would be delayed in direct ratio to the 
increase in automobile traffic and the shrinkage of the State Trunk 
Highway Fund. 
There exists in the plan the possibility that each of the 435 
districts which the county commissioners represent would claim 
one-fifth of the sum for which his county might qualify. 
Thus 
the approximate total of $1,800,000 it is proposed to take from 
the State Trunk Highway Fund might conceivably, and probably 
would be, divided into such small bits that the net result in high­ 
way improvement would be negligible, while at the same time the 
development of the State Trunk Highway system would bo seri­ 
ously retarded. 
This is a complete and impartial review of the facts regard­ 
ing the provisions and effects of Amendment No. I. 
It is up to the voters in each community to decide whether 
their desire for improved highways would be more surely, more 
quickly and more economically realized through dividing the sum 
of $1,800,000 among the 87 counties, or by leaving it in the State 
Highway Fund to be utilized in grading, paving and maintaining 
the trunk highways, which census records show are the most 
heavily traveled roads and which are likewise the most important 
arteries in every section and county of the state. 
The Minnesota Highway Department has demonstrated that 
it can build and maintain highways at the lowest cost of any state. 
It is a fair question whether any county of Minnesota, regardless 
of its experience in road building, its facilities, equipment and 
materials, could accomplish as much in the construction and main­ 
tenance of roads with the money this Amendment would place at 
their disposal as the State Highway Department could accomplish 
with the same funds. 
The law which provides for this Amendment is Chapter 445, 
Session Laws of 1927; the law governing the expenditure of 
money for State Aid Roads is Chapter 2559-04, General Statutes 
of 1923.
